“ Ara place called Spring-place, (1 tie Cher- 
okee country, is that peaceful and interesting es- 
tablishment which for fourteen years, & upwards, 
has kept its place, under the government of the 
Moravian Society, and over which the Rev. and 
Yyenerable John Gambold has presided from the 
Yeginning ; and from which the light of civiliza- 
tion has been emitted, though feebly, till this 
time; and now this apostle to the heathen, hav- 


ing been spared to witness it, enjoys the cnvia- | 


ble gratification of seeing those feeble elimmer- 
ings multiplied, until a wide display of light sur- 
rouuds his desert home, with which 4s happily 
mingled, and to no inconsiderable extent, the 


more interesting and lovely radiance of Chiris- | 


tianity. Accompanying this you will receive a 
letter addressed to me by one of the first mem- 
hers of his wilderness church—a native of the 
forest. who owes the improvement which this let- 
‘ter sets forth, to the care and guidance of this 
good man. To give it additional interest, I have 
had the copy taken by a Choctaw youth who has 
lived in my family for nearly two years. The 
letter is genuine, and unaltered, except in its 
punctuation.” ;

MOUNTJOY, JANVARY 15, 1818. 

Honoured Sir, 

You often write to my Dear brother Gambold, 
and I hear that you are a true friend to the poor 
despised Indians. God bless and reward you for 
it, and grant you long life and happiness. 

Now, as my uncle, Charles Hicks, is gone to 
Washington, to plead our cause before our dear 
father, the President, and make our distresses 
known, I take the liberty to write this to you.— 
I wish you to be o my uncle’s side, if 1 dare ask 
this favour; for y. poor Indians feel very much 
humbled. Ireal! ‘know if our friends there, with 
you, knew our situation, they would sincerely 
pity us! Oh, for the sake of God’s love & mer- 
cy, pity us! If we do not get help from that 
quarter, we are undone. 

Our neighbouring white people seem to aim at 
our destruction. They have not the fear of God 
before their eyes ; they seem not to believe in a 
Saviour; they set wicked examples before the 
poor iguorant Indians ; they insult our people, 
who bear it patiently. I cannot ccase from weep- 
ing to our merciful Saviour, to shew mercy to us, 
and help from the hands of our oppressors. 
are persuaded if our honourcd father, the Presi- 
dent, could see our great distress into which we 
are brought, he would weep over us, he would 
pity us, he Would help us. Yet we live far off 
from him, and he cannot see us. Yet we con- 
stantly lank from a distance to him for help, as 
poor helpless children look up to their father, 
crying to have pity on them. 

Since I have experienced grace & mercy from 
my dear Saviour, and have become truly happy 
in him, and with his children, it is my constant 
prayer, that my whole dear Nation might enjoy 
the same blessing that I enjoy. 

This grieves me more than | can tell, that ata 
time when there is a good prospect that many 
more will join the few who have embraced Chris- 
tianity, we shall he driven away from the land of 
our fathers, which is as dear to us as our own 
; from our improved farms, from our belov-

ed teachers, into a land strange to us ; yea, into | 


savage life again. Dear Sir, 1 declare 1 would 
prefer death to such a life again. 

Iam in hopes, and many more with me, that 
our beloved father, the President, will certainly 
help his poor children, when he hears from my 
uncle our distressed situation. Yes, God, the 
iuther of all mankind, wi!) incline his heart to 
consider our case and help us. Oh, Sir, i im- 
plore you for the sake of the dear crucified Sav- 
our, who shed his blood for the poor red as well 
«8 white people, continue to be our friend. Pray 


for us; plead for us ; and the blessings of those | 


who are ready to perish will come upon you, and 
the great Judge of all flesh, will, at the great day 
f retribution, remember your kindness to our 
poor people.

Exisan Ueppine, 

** Since my last communication, | have made 
two visils into the upper Coos country, and aim 
happy to state, that the prospect still brightens. 
In Luneaburgh there is a gracious work of reli 
sion. I have attended a number of meetings in 
that place, and the power of God was evidently 
manifested among the people. The tears and 
sighs of mourners clearly discovered that the 
word was not delivered in vain. At one time 
nearly the whole assembly rose and requested 
prayers, and after the congregation was dismis- 
sed, a number of mourning und weeping souls 
tarried, and still desired we should pray for them. 
They readily prostrated themselves at the foot 
of the cross, while our prayers were offered to 
God in their behalf. Several have professed 
faith im the Lord Jesus, and others are stil] strug- 
gling for deliverance. 

“There is a good work in the Congregational 
Society in this town. At a meeting not long 
since, the preacher, after giving an invitation to 
the people to rise to be prayed for, and counting 
forty, urged the importance of their kneeling, 
from the example of Christ and the apostles; he 
then kneeled, and was joined in this scriptural 
and rational act by nearly all the congregation. 

“About one hundred have been added to the 
societies on the Stratford circuit since the last 
conference ; and, perhaps more than that num- 
ber on the Landaff circuit. 

“I have made a tour of about five weeks into 
Maine; preached in the towns of Shelbourn, 
Rumfofd, Bethel, Livermore, Augusta, Sidney, 
Gardner, Litchfield, and Vienna. In some of 
these towns I preached four and five times, and 
have reason to think the labor will not be lost. 
The prospect in several towns is good ;—in Vi- 
enna about 60 have experienced religion of late, 
and the attention in most of these places is cen- 
siderable. 

“You observe in your Jetter that several wish- 
ed to know how many miles I have travelled, 











to be greatly quickened in spirit, and the holy 
flame soon began to kindle among others. Our 
stationed preacher, brother Thomas Tucker, now 
began to witness an answir to his many prayers, 
for his heart had efien sighed on account of the 
iniquity of the people, and \he low state of the 
church, and his daily end fervent prayer had been 
that God would revive his work. ~ 

The brethren now united with him with all 
their hearts—prayer was incessantly offered to 
God for the out-pouring of his Spirit; and such 
a wonderful work has ensued as perhaps was ne- 
ver before witnessed in New England, in the 
same space of time. 

At our Quarterly Meeting, on the 19th and 
20th February, pleasing symptoms of the revival 
apptared ; but on the 26th, at a private house, 
the flame burst forth. While one convert, hap- 
py in the Saviour’s love, was declaring what God 
had done for her soul, the power of God seemed 
to rest on all present—Saints rejoiced, while ma- 
ny sinners cried aloud for mercy, and went from 
the place deeply wounded for sin. 

We soon found that no private house would 
contain the multitudes whose attention was call- 
ed up, and consequently repaired to the chapel, 
which has been uniformly crowded with all class- 
es of people, night and day. Loud have been 
the cries of the wounded ; and apostolic zeal has 
attended the preacher and the brethren, & great 
indeed has been Zion’s strength. 

The means which hove been ured in this mar- 
vellous work, have been feeble, and God has ta- 
ken the weak things to confound the mighty.— 
Meetings have generally began with prayer and 
exhortation, after which the mourners have been 
called round the altar, where the children of God 
have joined in prayer in their behalf. Frosa thir- 
ty to sixty have crowded the sacred place, and at 
almost every meeting some souls have experien- 
ced the power of converting grace. The testi- 
monies of young converis have had a blessed ef- 
fect. The work has been principally among the 
youth of both sexes—rather more males than fe- 
males. Children have experienced converting 
grace, and have gone home and preached to their 
parents ; and in some instances almost whole 
families have been happily brought to the knowl- 
edge of the truth. Some as vile characters as a- 
ny in the place, have become servants & preach- 
ers of righteousness. 

Among the other Socicties there is great seri- | 
ousness, and a prospect of a good work. 

For about two weeks our chapel has been o- | 
pened every day. The first week seventy-eight 
gave evidence of having passed from death unto | 
life, and it is believed that about one hundred & | 
Sifty have witnessed a work of renewing zrace in | 
their hearts, in our chapel, within three weeks. | 
The work still gaes on solidly—many crowd the | 
altar for prayer.

Extract of a letter from Mr. Allen Wardwell, da- | 
ted Bristol, R. I. March 21, 1820. 








About the year 1791, a sea captain, providen- | 
| tially in the city of New York, was happily bro’t | 
| to experience the tru‘, .,and, being a citizen of 
Bristol, on his return .°_,e he said to his friends | 
and neighbors, in the language of the woman of 
Samaria, “Come, see a man which told me all | 
things that ever I did: is not this the Christ ?”— 
A few were affected by this circumstance ; but 


This captain invited the Methodist preachers to 
come to Bristol. They preached Jesus, a full | 
| and perfect Saviour, offered to the chief of sin- | 
ners.—They taught salvation by faith in His all- | 
atoning merits.-—They urged the necessity of be- | 
ing born again, and great was the effect of their | 
ininistry. Although there was great opposition, 
both from the world, and from professors of reli- 
gion, yet God owned His word—siuners were a- 
wakened and converted ; and atthe close of the 
tirst year a little society was formed, consisting 
of about eighteen members, who rejoiced to bear 
the cross, and follow the footsteps of their divine 
master. 

The work continned gradually to increase 
from year to yeer—The infant society grew in 
number and in grace. Great peace and union | 
'dwelt among them. 
| Court House was occupied for preaching on the 
Sabbath, and the meetings of the society attend- 
ed in private houses. 

In 1805, the society had so increasd as to ena- 
ble them to build a neat and commodious chap- 
el, which has always been well attended. 

In 1812 a powerful revival broke out in the 
place about one hundred joined our church— 
an equal number was added to the Congregation- 
al and Episcopal churches, and a few to the Bap- 
tist. 

As a considerable number of our members are 
seafaring men, our society has often been seat- 
tered, and the number remaining ip town fre- 
quently fluctuating ; but blessed be God, union 
and love have wonderfully prevailed, and not an 
instance has occurred in which a member in the 
fellowship of the chureh has died, either at home 
or abroad, who has not given a dytng testimony 
of the truth of our doctrines, and the power of

Extract of a Letter from Dr. Carey to Dr. Ry- 
land, dated MARCH 30, 1819. 


For the Jast two or three months, I have almost 
ceased to write letters; this no doubt arises chief- 
ly from that natural dislike to it, which has atten- 
ded me through life, and which is always ready 
to catch at any excuse for the neglect. At the 
same time I think want of leisure is seldom plead- 
ed with more truth than in my case. 1 might 
sometimes tale a little of that time for this pur- 
pose, which I have considered it a duty to appro- 
priate to relaxation from my daily labours ; but 
the truth is, that I generally feel myself so worn 
down by work, that I have no inclination to sac- 
rifice that time to writing letters. Iam now near- 


tolerably good state of health, yet feel fatigue 
sooner than I formerly did. 

Long before this reaches you, I hope brother 
Ward will have safely arrived in England ; from 
him you will learn every thing respecting the 
state of the Mission, which had transpired at that 
time. Since his departure, nothing of moment 
has occurred: we are all in nearly the same state 
of health as we were then, and all our undertak- 
ings proceed in nearly the same manner. The 
translations, and works connected with them, 
regularly occupy my time, and probably will con- 
tinue to do so till | am unable to engage in them. 
I have lived to see versions of the Bengalee, 
Sungskrit, Ootkul, (Orissa,) and Hindee, begun 










and completed. ‘This year will, I hope, add the 
Mahratta to them. The Punjabee, or language 
of the Shikhs, is the next in point of forwardness ; 
the Pentateuch in which is printed, and I hope 
the Historical Beoks will be finished by the end | 
of the year.

CIVILIZATION AND EDUCATION OF THE 
INDIAN TRIBES. 


The following regulations, in addition to those 





prescribed in the circular of the 3d of September, 
1819, have been adopted, with the approbation 
of the President of the United States, to govern 
the future distribution of the sum appropriated 
by Congress for the civilization of the Indians, 
among individuals or socinties who have estab- 
lished, or contemplate establishing, schools for 
the education ef Indian children, in conformity

and, since the novelty of the subject has passed 
away, have relapsed into chilling indifference ;

like the northern blast of approaching winter on 
the trees of the forest, detrude the heavenly jii-
